New Delhi, the 28t| December, 2006 
S.0.2164(E).—in exeibise of the powers conferred 
by Section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 
1955), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
Order further to amend the Fertiliser (Control) Order, 1985, 
namely:— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Fertiliser Control 
( Third Amendment) Order, 2006. 

(2) It shall come in|o force on the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Fertiliser (Control) Order, 1985 (hereinafter 
referred to as die said Order), in clause 2,— 

(i) after sub-clause (e), the following sub-clause 
shall be inserted, ntjmely:— 

‘(ee) “Customised fertiliser” means the fertilizer 
specified under clause 20B ’; 

(ii) in sub-clause (h)i after the words ‘special 
mixtures of fertiliser the words “provisional 
fertiliser, customised fertilizer.” shall be inserted’; 

(iii) after sub-clause ( p), the following sub-clause 
shall be inserted, namely:— 

‘(pp) “Provisional fertilizer” means fertilizer 
specified under claise 20A’. 

3. In clause 13 of the said Order, in sub-clause (1), in 
item (a), for the words “State Government in the Official 
Gazette”, the words “Central Government in the Official 
Gazette”, shall be substituted. 

* 4. After clause 20A of tie said Order, the following 

clause shall be inserted, namely:— 

“20B. Specifications In respect of customized 
fertilizers. —Notwithstanding anything contained 
in this Order, the Central Government may by order 
published in the Official Gazette, notify specification, 
valid for a period not exceeding three years in respect 
of customized fertiliser to be manufactured by any 
manufacturing unit”. 

5. In the said Order, in the Schedule I,— 

(i) in Part-A, under the heading “Specifications of 
Fertilizers”, 

(a) after the sub-heading 1(c), the following sub¬ 
heading shall be inserted namely:—

minimum90.00 

(iii) Particle size—not less than 90 per cent of the 
material shall pass through 4.0 mm IS sieve 
and be retained on 1 mm IS sieve and not 
more than 5 % shall be below 1 mm IS sieye. 

(Note: The product may contain inert filler material as 
Bentonite etc; up to the extent of 10 per cent by weight, 
maximum) 

(b) in sub-heading 1(f)—‘ NfiCRONUTRIENTS *, after 
serial number 13, the following serial number and entries 
shall be inserted, namely: 

14. “Di-Sodium Tetra Borate Penta Hydrate 

(i) Boron as (B), per cent by weight, minimum 15.0 

(ii) Matter insoluble in water, per cent by weight, 
marirraim 1,0 

(iii) Lead(asPb.) per cent by weight, maximum 
0.003 

(iv) Arsenic (as As), per cent by weight, 
minimum 0.01 

Particle size — Not less than 95% of the material 
shall pass to 5 mm IS sieve and be retained on 1.4 mm IS 
sieve”. . .. 

(ii) In Part B—“TOLERANCE LIMIT IN PLANT 
NUTRIENT FOR VARIOUS FERTILIZERS”,— 

(i) in serial number 1, after die words “dicalcium 
phosphate,” the words “sulphur granular and 
sulphur powder” shall be inserted.; 

(n) in serial number 4, after the words “complex 
fertilisers”, the words “100% water soluble 
fertilizers” shall be inserted. 

(in) after serial number 4 and the entries relating 
thereto, the following note shall be inserted, 
namely 

“Note.— (a) In serial number 4, the term nutrient besides 
NPK also includes Sulphur. 

(b) Hie term nutrient in social number 1,2,3,5,6, 

7 and 8 includes N, P, K, S, Ca, Mg, Fe, Mn, 
Zn, Cu,B&Mo. 

(c) In case of fertilizers where ‘Sulphur’ has 
been specified in the specification under 
Schedule I Part A, the tolerance limit shall be 
same as prescribed under serial number 1, 6 
and 8 independently for each Nutrient”.
